surdly satisfying about

homeliness and genial rotun- 

dity induce more substantial 

fare in spite of all dict re- 
strictions. . 


Dumplings have. developed 
beyond all dictionary definition. 
In any case “A mags of dough 
boiled or baked, plain or en- 
closing an apple” is frankly dis- 
heartening to’ most of us. 
Nowadays °djmplings | invade 
meat, vegetable and fruit dishes, 
and are often composed: of 
forcement or quenelle mixture, 
though sheer snobbery often 
‘denies the term. 


_JREAL original Norfolk 

Dumplings are made of 

bread dough, divided evenly into 

floure:] and shaped balls, fast 

boiled in a covered saucepan of 

water, to be served immediately 
in hot soup or gravy. 


In Austria they make potato 
pastry into delectable affairs, 
enclosing stoned prunes, apri- 
cots, or other, fruits, stuffed 
with sugar and nuts.

Italian Who

Italy’s Foes >

Vatican City, Feb. 15. 

Adolfo Pacetti_ is the only 
Italian who fought against his 
country and is not ashamed to 
admit it. 

Pacett!, who is 92 years old, is a 
veteran of the campaign of.1870, He 
fought with the rank of corporal In 
the army of Pope Plus IX against 
Italy. 

A full-fledged Roman, Pacett!, had 
but one soverelgn: the Pontiff. He 
bore no sympathy for the Pied- 
montese King Victor Emmanel 11 
who was then battling ‘for the uni- 
bore no sympathy fo rthe Pledmontese 
fication of Italy. 

When Garibaldt in 1862 launched 
the battle-cry “Rome or Death” and 
besieged the -Eternal Clty, Pacctti, 
then 16,. volunteered in the Pontifical 
army. The réd-shirted troopers of 
Garibaldi were first defeated and then 
ordered to retreat by King Victor. 

Pacett! returned to his work. He 
had a small farm at Albano Laziale 
his home town Jn the Roman hills. In 
1870 he enlisted cnce again and was 
first wounded and then captured by 
the Bersaglicrl of General Lulgi 
Cadorna who battered down the 
ancient Ballsarian walls and captured

A day or two later 
Antwerp surrendercd, After wan- 
derings in Flanders and, Holland, the 
family arrived in England just before 
Christmas. During the period of 
exile, her voice, untrained’ and im- 
mature as it was, attracted attention 
und she was in contant demand at 
charity concerts in aid of the many 
relief funds then being raised. Her 
Jast juvenile nmppearance was ata 
ship's concert aboard the Khyber on 
Christmas day, 1018, ‘as the ship 
threaded her way cautiously through 
the minefields of the North Sea taking 
back the first batch of exiles fo 
Belgium. 

There were no more public uppear- 
ances and no more charity concerts, 
for as soon ns her voice had settled 
she began years of really hard study 
and trained first at the Conservatory 
of Music and Joter under the prima 
donna of the Royat Flemish Opera 
House, Antwerp. After five or six 
years of gruclling work, she began to 
appear in operatic roles and on thy 
concert platform. Unfortunately, to- 
day many possessors of good voices 
both in England and elsewhere 
refuse to face this drudgery ‘and 
worry their teachers Into letting them 
try the greater operatic Arias after a 
few months training. Many have. 
never had the opportunity of secing 
an opera and consequently they, can- 
not do justice to themselves or fo the 
Aria. To finish her training and to 
set acquainted with the Itallan school, 
Mme. Denies studied in London 
under M. Farini, the internatlonally 
renowned operntic coach.

His Honour the Chief Justice, 
Sir Atholl MacGregor, made an 
cloquent appeal yesterday: for 
the support of the Hongkong 
public in the work undertaken 
by the Hongkong Benevolent 
Society. He told how the

from school children to aged 
persons who are beyond a time 
of life when they can carn & 
living ‘under the ‘conditions of 
competition which prevail here 
to-day. And he told some, but 
not all of the story of what he 
and others connected with the 
society give in the way of time 
and energy. As he says, this is 
a work deserving of the great- 
est possible effort on the part 
of-Hongkong -people.—When-the 
work that can be done by a 
single $12 contribution is 
realised, this amount being the 
annual subscription ‘to the 
society, how long it will feed a 
destitute child. or mother, there 
will be more charitably inclined 
persons ready to offer their sup- 
port to this most deserving 
That 2 will actually 
feed a family for a month, ac- 
cording to the lower class 
Chinese standard of living. And 
there is no question of the 
money being well spent; for the 
society carefully investigates 
each case. It is a very reason- 
able expectation on the part of 
Sir Atholl that more of the local 
residents will’ come forward 
with offers of help, financial and 
otherwise. Actually, though 
the point has not been stressed, 
it is the duty of everyone 
who ig able to contribute in some 
way to this charity. 


It is to be hoped that the res- 
ponse to Sir Atholl’s appeal will 
enable the’ society to expand. 
But there must be 2 limit to the 
dime the volunteers in_ this 
struggle are willing, or able, to 
give. Some day—and_ this {gs 
devontly to be desired—the 
society’s responsibilities: and 
capicitices may be such as to 
allow the appointment ‘of. one 
of more permanent. directing 
officers, When that time 
comes Hongkong , will have 
come closer to the ideal in 
chorities, 2 co-ordinated depart- 
ment embracing every sort of 
social improvement and reform, 
ready, and abovo all able, to give 
assistance to every worthy case.

ORIGIN OF NAME 


HE cocktail, since nobody knows 
where it was born nor to what 
it owes its name, is claimed by many 
lands, though most loudly and with 
the greatest show of conviction by 
the United States. It first enters 
English Mterature about the year of 
Trafalgar when Washington Irving 
notes it as an espectal boast of the 
city of New York. 

There ore, Indecd, Americans who 
claim ‘that the year 1770 was doubly 
blessed in that it gave"thg 
Declaration of Independence ani 
cockt: \l, For, the legend goes, 
that year a French, . officer, being 
served by Betsy Flanagan, barmald, 
at O'Brien's restaurant, msford, 
US.A., with a drink in which she 
had put a fowl’s feather, thereupon 
launched the name upon history. 

But British publicists maintain 
that the cocktail dates from the old 
cock-fighting days, when the specta- 
tors were won't fo toast the victor

the cocktail out of obscurity and 
wave it a secure status in the world 
of beverages. This, plous task was 
performed by Mr. Jeremiah Thomas, 
who first saw the light of day at 
New Haven, Connecticut, in 1825. 

Mr.’ Thomas Iced’ an adventurous 
but through it all he was truc 
to one lodestar—the improvement 
of the science of mixing drinks. In 
this beneficent crusade he crosscd 
the ocean ond dared the heats _ of 
the Equator, acquiring knowledge, 
conducting researches, and finally 
spreading the ight. He was in turn 
novice, priest and missionary. 


“BLUE BLAZER” 


AS principal bartender at the 
Metropolitan Hotel, New York, 
he made it the first great cocktail 
house In. the world. His imposing 
mustachios behind the bar, his in- 
comparable dexterity in tossing the 
mixture of drinks from one glass to 
another—for he lived In days be~ 
fore the cocktail shaker—attracted 
the respectful odmiration of many. 
He was in fact, a recognised master 
of his art and bore, himself with the 


conscious dignity. ofthe virtuoso. 


In his early days his ’prentice 
hand hod evolved the spectacular 
Blue Blazer. ‘He was at the post of 
duty in the saloon of a Californian 
mining camp when a miner, dig- 
paraging ‘such infants’ food ns nent 
Bourbon whisky, expressed a lively 
wish to drink hell-fire. 

Mr. Thomas, ‘after duc medita- 
tion, mixed whisky and water in one 
of the two silver mugs which he 
had brought from the East, set a 
light tothe mixture—a feat possl- 
ble in those days—ond hurled the 
blazing liquid rapidly from one mug 
to another. The miner's wildest 
longings were amply satisficd by the 
result,

'. 4’ SCHEME for merging the Anglican and 
A\ Free Churches in a United Church of 
England has been drawn up by a joint 

conference’ sitting at Lambeth Palace under the 

chairmanship of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The proposed Church would be episcopal, i:e., there 
would be Free Church as well as Anglican bishops, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury would be at its head. as’ 
the President, ex officio, of its General Assembly. 

_It would accept creeds. and sacraments, and baptism 
would be an essential condition of membership. In the’ 
matter of forms of worship, however, there would con- 
tinue to be variety. 


A BASIS FOR DISCUSSION 


The scheme, as it stands, is full-but not final, That it will be 
earricd into effect in its present form is not anticipated by those 
who drafted it. But it is a basis for discussion, and is regarded 
as defining the kind of Church in which those Churches repre- 
sented in the conference could: unite without. loss of what is 
specially valuable in their distinctive traditions. ° te 

The Convocations of Canterbury and York on the one hand 
and the Federal Council of the Free Churches on the other have 
had the plan under consideration this week and have now referred 
it to the Churches, 


NO EARLY DECISION LIKELY 


In the case of the Free Churches this means examination by 
the various denominations, which will presumably appoint special 
committees for the purpose. No early decision can therefore be 
looked for. | , ; . 

The Federal Council, which devoted a morning and afternoon 
to the proposals yesterday, has refrained from expressing: any 
opinion upon them, but has held them to be “deserving of special 
consideration,” 

This attitude reflects the caution with which, as already is 
evident, they will be approached by Free Churchmen. It is 
significant that the Council,passed 2 second resolution embodying 
the view ..that the immediate: responsibility of the Iree 
Churches is to achieve. completer intercourse and fuller co- 
operation among themselves. . :

Mr, Wylie said: 


We have had a somewhat busy 
year, The Committee's report on 
leprosy was, as promised at the last 
annual meeting, published in, July. 
This report has been included as an 
appendix ‘to the annual report, and 
us it Is of more than ordinary in- 
terest members may like to have a 
copy for thelr friends, With this in 
wew, extra copics have been pro- 
vided and these may be had. on ap- 
plication to the Secretary. 


To date the Association has not 
been informed of action taken by 
Government to build and equip a 
leper asylum for the accommodation 
of Hongkong-born lepers, nor does 
‘there appear to be evidence that the 
other recommendations of your Com- 
mittee will be carrled out. We had 
also hoped that it might have been 
possible for a church body or mis- 
slonary society to interest itself in 
establishing a local leper settlement, 
but there docs not seem to be a 
movement towards that achicvernent. 


Another source of disappointment 
lies in the failure o 
Government.to improve the street 
lighting, n subject which I stressed 
at our last ‘annual meeting. Time 
and again, it has been shown that 
bad street lighting is a contributory 
enuse of traffic accidents, This As- 
socintion has repeatedly pressed 
Government ‘to improve the street 
lighting during the past 10 years, 
but we do hope that the end is. now 
in sight, and that before long our 
‘mali Yonds~ or-streets—will- be-~ comb 
paratively safe for motorists and 
pedestrians. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL 


Mention must here be made of the 
recent abnormal increase in the 
number of traffic accidents in spite 
of the speed limit of 30 mp-h. in 
urban arenas. This may to o certain 
extent be accounted for by the more 
congested state of the streets duc to 
the Jorge influx of war refugees, but 
all right thinking people will ap- 
plaud any and every effort on the 
part of the authorities to keep down 
the toll of the rond. In this con- 
nection, the Asso¢intion approves the 
{dea of the traffic circus at the junc- 
tion of Waterloo Road and Argyle 
Street ond a sub-committee Is at 
present co-operating with the traffic 
police and the Automobile Associa- 
tlon Jn perfecting the scheme. 


Before leaving the subject of 
traffic, it is a-matter for congratula- 
tlon that improvement has been 
effected in the arrangement of bus 
routes, and that our agitation for 
the reduction of bus fares bore fruit 
In August when a new scheme came 
into force, whereby oa passenger 
travelling a short distance could 
travel two sections for the fare for- 
merly charged foc one, For these 
small mercies, Kowloon residents are 
thankful, There remains, however, 
the fact that in transport cost, we 
are far from being ns well served as 
‘residents on the island. As a result, 
there hans grown up a strong fecling 
In certain quarters that perhaps the 
best way to correct the disparity is 
for Government to abolish the pre- 
sent bus monopoly over here and to 
invite the Tramway Company to 
provide competition. This Assocla- 
tlon had not sponsored or even dls- 
cussed ‘such a scheme but letters 
have appeared in the Press suggest- 
ing It, and the Idea may be worthy 
of considcration. 


NOISE AND HOUSING 


Kowloon ‘is no longer the sleepy 
hollow that it wos. ‘Twenty years 
‘ngo the iden of nolsy trams in our 
midst was more or less repugnant; 
now that we have these super-charg- 
ed diesel buses roaring along our 
ronds, this objection to trams is no 
longer valid, 


On the subject of nolse, I would 
niso like to state that during the 
year it was represented to your 
Commlttce that the working of cargo 
on the portion of our waterfront 
north of iHolt's Wharf, occasloned by 
the enforced londing of goods des- 
tined for Shanghai, constituted a 
nulsance, - Your Committee, ‘after 
carefully considering the — matter, 
found. that in_ the - clrcumstances,

fibout it. I regret to have to say it, 
but it would appear that In future, 
nenrby residents will have to become 
reconciled to the prospect of that 
portion of the waterfront which lics 
etween Holt’s Wharf and the Kow- 
loon Docks never being again entire- 
ly free from the activities which 
must inevitably accompany the 
handling of goods arriving here 
either by water or rail. 


Apart from the abnormal condl- 
tlons prevailing at the present time, 
it Js only natural in view of the 
fireat development of the Peninsula 
during the past decade, that Kow- 
loon Point should gradually become 
an important commercial district, 
and Kowloon people must be pre- 
pared to face the fact that this local- 
ity will before very long cease to 
be a purely residentlal area. 


In common with the rest of the’ 


“Colony, Kowloon has had to bear its 


share of anxiety: during the past 
year, Commencing with the ree 
fugees from Shanghal, it Is still Ali- 
ing up and to-day it is housing many 
thousands of extra people. As a 
consequence, fousing accommodation 
fs difficult to obtain and it is oppar- 
ent that some overcrowding {is tnk- 
ing place, It Is a matter for con- 
gratulation, however, that despite 
the Increase of population, no seri- 
ous epidemics have ‘occurred in 
Kowloon, but this is a contingency 
against which Government would do 
well to be prepared. . 


CEMETERIES 
Enrly in December Government 


t| wrote referring to the Associatlon’s 


letter of May 4, 1922, and inform- 
ed us that there was a proposal to 
move the Roman Catholic Cemetery 
on Kowloon Inland Lot No. 2148 to 
a site in another part of the Penin- 
sula, Before proceeding further with 
thls proposal, however, Government 
sought the advice of the Association 
as to the prospects of residential de- 
velopment in this area, I would ex- 
plain that the area Is situated among 
Athehills.cast.of Waterloo_Rond, and 
les between the bridge crossing the 
railway at the end of King’s Park 
Road and: the end of the proposed 
rond which enters Argyle Street op- 
posite the Kowloon Hospital. 


A sub-committee after going over 
the ground and carefully consider- 
ing all aspects, reported that in Its 
opinion the areca surrounding the 
present. site of the Roman Catholic 
Cemetery was unsuitable for residen- 
tial development. Your Gencral 
Committee was in the main in agree- 
ment with the sub-committce’s rce- 
port, but before writing Government 
to this effect it learned “that there 
had been n certain amount of op- 
position to the view held by the As- 
sociation. My object in. bringing 
this matter to your attentlon is to 
Invite any of you who ‘are Interest- 
ed elther to express thelr views at 
thls mecting or to write to the 
Association whose General Com- 
mittee will again discuss the matter 
ot its next mecting. 


While on the subject of cemetcrics 
in Kowloon, it will perhaps be ‘as 
well to remember that despite re- 
presentations made many years ago, 
Government has yet to sct aside a 
burinl ground for the Protestant 
portion of the Community. 


TELEGRAM OFFICE 


I will now pass on to a more 
cheerful‘tople and that is the ques- 
tlon of a receiving office in Kowloon 
for the despatch of cable and wire- 
less messages. We are indebted to 
Mr, J. P. Braga for drawing the 
attention of your Committce to this 
very necessary addition to Kowloon 
amenities, and it js hoped: that the 
representatives which'wo have made 
to Cables and Wireless, Ltd., will bo 
favourably recelved. ‘There certain- 
ly seems something wrong when 
there Is no telegraph office to serve 
a large district such as Kowloon, and 
when one hog to crosa the harbour 
before a telegram can be handed in 
for despatch. Doubtless the cstab- 
lishment of a recelving office on this 
slide will prove not only a gréat con- 
venience to the Kowloon public, but 
o profitable step as well to Cables 
and Wircless, Ltd. ee

To his mind, the charge 
of 25 cents for an outgoing registered 
letter was iniquitous, It was also 
extraordinary that postage on letters 
from England to Hongkong should be 
so cheap and yet {t did not apply the 
reverse way.

LEPER PROBLEM

Mr. Warren Winter said: 

I am very. much interested [In the 
leper proklera and as I walk around 
Hongkong I sce, especially at Sham- 
shulpo and Mongkok, there are 
many lepers under the verandahs, 

When I came to China I found 
that something had to be done about 
lepers, but nobody wanted to start 
it. They said tt-needed<a lot of 
money and a lot of organisation. I 
want to tell something of ‘what I 
have seen done and something which 
I think will work here. 

At Tsing Yuen City, Kwangtung, I 
called the Magistrates. together and 
told them there were 300 lepers, and 
asked them what they would do about 
it. They soid, “Send them to Sam 
Shul,” but a Committee was formed 
which did nothing, and eventually I 
_was the only one Ieft. I started a 
Teper Home myself with $260 and I 
did not even tell my Mission what I. 
was doing. We used all we had of 
our own money and got Government 
to buy some land. Then we started 
with 22 lepers, and continued to take 
them in as we could. We did no 
‘advertising, but got friends to help 
us, and now we havo 05 lepers in 
the Home who cost about $5.50 per 
month per person to maintain, ty 
expenses at the beginning were about 
$3,000 for the first year, but now we 
have re-urranged the place and the 
expenses are about $5,000 (Chinese) 
a year.
